S you defired to hear ſomething about the pa- 
| ruth meetings when they were over, agreeably 
to your requeſt, I ſend you this. O]! the mighty | 
power of eloquence! I am juſt returned from a coun- | 
try village, where to a numerous audience, an hono- : 
Table gentleman, one who had ſerved too—in the 
militia.—Haymng with fin gular propriety entered up- 
vn the ſubject of GENERAL WARRANTS,

explained them from a balcony, with a perſpicuity 
that ſtruck us all into amazement: he handled Ge- 
neral Warrants in a new manner, as if he had been 
acquainted with them, and toſſed them backwards 
and forwards with much ſecret fatisfaction to him- 
ſelf for ſome time, tho by playing with them rather 


too long, they at the laſt indeed had like to have 
ſtuck to and burnt his fingers. He told us, that the 
% Royal proclamation to prohibit the exportation of 
corn was as great a ftretch of authority as a 
«* GENERAL WARRANT,” and did in 
fact attempt to draw a parallel between them : here 
indeed we began to think the honorable gentleman 
was about, what you Londoners call, humming us, 
being I dare fay fully convinced in his own opini- 
on, that his audience had not penetration enough to 


diſtinguiſh between an extenfion of the royal prero- 


gative, at the united requeſt of the whole kingdom, 
and a wanton act of power of an arbitrary and over- 
bearing miniſter; an extenſion called aloud for 
by the diſtreſſes of an almoſt famiſhed nation 

and implored by the heart-affefting cries of 
the poor in every place around us; for the cries 
of the poor were heard in all parts, and happily 
at laſt by ſome auſpicious wind were wafted to the 
throne : then in pity and compaſſion to his ſuffering 
ſubjects a moſt GRACIOUS PRINCE, a prince 
never fo happy as when, doing good, exerted in this 
ſingte inſtance only, and that with the advice of his 
PRIVY COUNCIL, à power * not ſtrictly 
warranted by the conftitution, not ſtrictly legal: but 
this power was exerted to do what? not like a Ge- 
neral Warrant to diſtreſs, but to relieve: to give 
comfort to his people, to adminiſter to their neceſſi- 
ties: to ſend bread into their houſes, not to feize them 


in their houſes: to ftrengrhen their perſons, not to 


impriſon 
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impriſon their perſons: to diffuſe the much wanted 
bleſſings of peace and plenty amongſt them. Here 
was indeed . a State neceſlity, an exigency of go- 
* vernment” as the honorable gentleman expreſſes it, 
an emergency that called for and excuſed at the ſame 
time, an act of power, perhaps not ſtrictly conſtitu- 
tional; and yet it would be in ſome meaſure un- 
grateful to call that ſalutary act of government by ſo 
odious a name; an act of power indeed, but an act 
of power, meant to convey relief; is equally an act 
of royal tenderneſs as of royal authority. 


Shall it be called unconſtitutional in a prince to 


ſave his people, to hear their cries and to liſten to 
them? 

But is there any compariſon to be made, can 
any parallel be fairly drawn between this, ever to be 
vindicated, ſtretch of authority, called for by ap- 
proaching famine, and juſtified by neceſſity; can 
there be any parallel drawn between this and a Ge- 
neral Warrant? whereby unconſtitutional, illegal, 
and arbitrary power, a ſubject, nay a repreſentative 
of the people in parliament“, is ſeized in his own 
houſe ; dragged out of his own houſe, and impriſon- 
ed in the tower of London as a rebel; a Scotch re- 
bel; as guilty, or accuſed at leaſt of high treaſon, 
all his moſt ſecret papers rifled, and his whole fami- 
ly thrown into confution ; and ſeized too in his own 
houſe by authority of a warrant in which he 1s not 
ſo much as named? what had he done? what fla- 
grant act againſt the ſtate had he committed that 
call'd for ſuch unprecedented, unconſtitutional ſe- 
verity? what exigency of government demanded 
theſe ſteps of uncommon violence ? why, he was 
ſuſpected of writing a paper, which paper might be 
a libel, and if it was proved to be ſo, and he the 
author of it, a Jury would find him guilty, _—

would then be puniſhed for it as the author of a li- 
bel. Heavens! can we endure with patience to be 
told, that an offence like this called for an exertion 
of unconſtitutional authority, and that exertion to be 
compared with an act of royal power, more pro- 
perly ſtiled, an act of royal compaſſion and indul- 
gence? is the royal arm ſtretched out beyond it's 
ordinary reach? it is then to deal out more than or- 
dinary comfort and relief. | 

Surely the difference is wide between the acts; 
one being, as obſerved before, an act of real ſtate 
neceſſity, upon an unexpected emergency; the o- 
ther a wanton act of power, called for by no ne- 
ceſſity whatever, juſtified by no exigency, and put 
in execution merely to pleaſe and gratify the more 
wanton caprice of a proud ambitious and deſigning 
miniſter. I am therefore of opinion, that the hon. 

entleman was making game of us, as they ſay in 
Ireland, and inwardly laughing at our credulity ; 
but let me tell the hon. gentleman, that tho' I am 
an Engliſhman, and believe that a man may jump 
into a quart bottle, and ſing a ſong within it; yet I 
do declare againſt this doctrine, affirm there is no 
ſimilitude between the facts, between the caſes put, 
and won't believe there is: no, I won't, tho' all the 
militia officers in Great Britain were to ſupport it, 
and with their favourite general at their head (to uſe 
his own patriotic expreſſion) were armed to cram 
it down our throats.” 

The hon. gentleman was likewiſe pleaſed to ſpeak 
of a“ paper juſt publiſhed upon the ſubject of Ge- 
neral Warrants, and called it, falſe, malicious, and 
ſeditious : I expected he would have added treaſon- 
able and traiterous too, and then with the help of a 
General Warrant he might have taken up the whole 
company, no bad method, had he been a candidate

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any where, of preventing their oppoſing him gn 
the day of Ne but as it Wenn, Jin paper 
was not falſe, it was not malicious, it was not ſedi- 
tious.

Four met at a public houſe, who would not tell us 
fo; now that is extraordinary, if they were all of 
one mind, that they would not ſay ſo, but àppoint- 
ed a diy Four MonrTtis afterwards to do it in, 
When we all knew not a man of them could be 
there, and when they all knew that the public houſs 
would not be open on that day. 

The hon. gentleman finithed his long harangue, 
and feem'd mighty well pleaſed with himſelf; for my 
own part, as I jaid before, I believed he was in jeſt, 
and felling us a bargain; I was the more inclin'd to 
think ſo upon obſerving that ſoon after he had con- 
cluded, another hon. gentleman, one of his ac- 
quaintance, and apparently of the ſame kidney, got

"A 5 1 could not finiſh my other letter to you be- 
fore the poſt went out, I thall refume the ſub- 
Ject now. There was another ſquire in the balcony 
and ſome ſaid he was a knight too, a very venerable 
old gentleman, that talked much of his © faithful 
ſervices for thirty years paſt as overſeer of the pa- 
| rith,” juſt as we had been told by another old gen- 
tleman, and he was a knight too at a village, a little 
ö farther off; but no body could recollect any great 
matter of good that either of them had done all the 
while, either to the poor or any body elſe; and they 
had both voted alike at che public houſe for General 
Warrants: however in reſpect to his age, we wiſhed 
him a good journey home. This kindneſs (which 
"viſibly appear'd to be the ſenſe of the whole aſſembly) 
we thought would have pleaſed him, but the old gen- 
;tleman, to our great ſurpriſe, flew into a great paſſion,

Sir John being a knight of a very ancient and 
honorable family, was called upon to give his opi- 
nion alfo as to the choice of pariſh officers, but like 
his old friend Mr. Quorum Porcus, he found ſo 
much difficulty in carrying on his own.

I can rely, has informed me, that the at 

W— has thought proper to write a Letter of Thanks 
to the Commanding Officers of the Troops lately 
employed in St. George's Fields. The Subſtance 
of it, as well as I can remember, is rather of an 
extraordinary Nature, and I think deſerves the at- 
tention and Confideration of the Public. I under- 
ſtand that his L—p thanks them, in the Name, 
for their good Behaviour, and aſſures them, that 
his highly approves of their Conduct. He far- 
ther engages his Promiſe, that whatever bad Con- 
ſequences may enſue, they may depend upon the 
urmoſt Aſſiſtance and Support that his Office can 
aftord them. Without entering into the Evidence, 
on which the Coroner's Verdict againſt an Officer 
and ſome Soldiers of the Guards was founded, I 
thall not ſcruple to ſay that this Mention of the 
Name is very improper and indecent. The Father 
of his People undoubtedly laments the fatal Neceſ- 
firy, which has occaſioned the Murder of one of 
his Subjects, but cannot be ſuppoſed to approve 


highly of a Conduct, which has had dreadful Conſe- 


quences. An Event of this fhocking Nature may 
admit of Excuſe and Mitigation from Circumſtan- 
ces of Neceſſity, but can never be the Object of the 
highe/? Approbation; — much leſs was it pro- 
per to ſignify 1uch ſtrong Approbation of a Conduct, 
which includes a Fact ftill ſub Fudice, and the Par- 
ticulars of which are not yet known with any De- 
gree of Certainty.

him. It is a Benefit they are entitled to, and will 
certainly have, whether he and his Office interfere 
or not. If he means any Thing more, let him 
look to his Words. But I hold it to be unconſtitu- 
tional as well as illegal, to promiſe official Support 
and Protection to either Party, in a criminal Caſe, 
wherein the proſecutes for the loſs of his Sub- 
jet. There is a Degree of Folly in a Miniſter 
of the Crown figning ſuch a Letter which looks like 
Infatuation ; but I hope the Court of King's Bench, 
or ſome other Court, will let him know what the 
Law calls Abet ment and Maintenance, and bring him 
to his Senſes. : 
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
